A Clear Statement of What is Expected of 
the Municipal Authorities. 


The meeting of gentlemen interested in the work 
of cleaning the city, at the Laclede yesterday, was 
not entirely satisfactory with regard to one of its 
chief objects. The members of the Municipal As 
sembly did not all respond to the request for ten 
names in their respective wards of gentlemen who 
would be suitable to act as collectors. Only fifteen 
of the members of the House of Delegates were 
present, and there are yet thirteen to report. In 
order that time may be saved, the assistant secre- 
tary will call on these gentlemen and will obtain the 
list from them, so that the books can 
made up ready for distribution at once. 
A meeting of the collectors bas been called for 
Thursday night at the Laclede, when the books 
will be given them and work can be commenced 


at once. The collectors who are ap- 
pointed since the list —— this 
morning will be notified and it is of first importance 


that all collectors should be present at that meet 
ing. 
MR. THOMPSON,

the books were r and that 
work would be inaugurated as soon as they could be 
placed in their hands. It will then require some time 
to have the city thoroughly canvassed. The work 
of the collectors is entirely voluntary and none of 
the money will be used except for the 
especial purpose for which it was subscribed. There 
will, therefore, be no leak in the way of unreas- 
onable expenses or salary lists. Mr. Thompson has 
determined as a check on himself and the collectors, 
and to serve as receipts for the pie, to have the 
amounts subscri and collected published.

OUR CABINETS. 

The feverish interest taken by the newspa- 
pers, and especially by the Republican organs, 
in the speculations as to the probable composi- 
tion of CLEVELAND’s Cabinet, must strike a 
foreign student of our institutions as wholly | 
unwarranted by the importance of the positions 
or the political significance of the appointments. 
Our Cabinet is not a Government. responsible 
for the course of legislation and bound to re- 
sign when it can no longer propose measures 
acceptable to the Legislature nor maintain a 
partisan majority therein. It is merely a con- 
clave of the head clerks of the 
executive department. Its members are 
the President's chosen advisers, his con- 
fidential secretaries in the practical. business 
of administration. 

We have seen Mr. ArtruuR’s Secretaries in 
their reports differing from each other and 
from him on great questions of public policy, 
and not only both houses of Congress, but both 
parties therein again and again casting votes 
which would have compelled what is called “a 
responsible ministry” to resign or immediately 
appeal to the people to elect a new Legislature 
in harmony with the Administration. Whata 
variety of Cabinet officers we had during 
GRANT'S two terms, and what significance was 
there in the appointment of any one of them? 
A timely and much relished dinner given 
to GRANT at the Fish mansion on the Hudson 
made the hospitable host Premier, and a series 
of similar entertainments gave us ROBESON, 
Borie, JEWELL and other statesmen previously 
unknown to fame, and to whom fame subse- 
quently played the part of a cruel detective. 
HayYEs gave out Cabinet positions as fees to his 
attorneys in the Eight to Seven case and 
chose a Confederate Brigadier who had voted 
against him as his Postmaster-General. His 
vetoes were repeatedly over-ridden by the votes 
of Republicans in both houses of Congress, and 
for twelve years past we have had Republican 
Administrations in Washington which did not 
represent the policy of the party and have been 
repudiated by it again and again. 

It will, of course, be better for Mr. CLxVx- 
LAND and for the country if he chooses as his 
Secretaries and advisers men of such high 
character and qualifications as to lend some 
significance to his selections and give assurance 
that his Administration will represent some- 
thing, and wield in Congress and in the country 
an influence nobler and more whole- 
some than that of a mere office-peddling 
and spoils-trading machine. But evidently 
this latter idea of the Cabinet-making business 
is at the bottom of the importance which so 
many journals and politicians attach toit. Re- 
publican Administrations have so long subordi- 
nated everything to the spoils machine, that 
some people leok forward to the new Cabinet 
asanew machine from the composition of 
which they can forecast the fate of men and 
measures, the wreck of old parties and the rise 
of new ones. 

Mr. CLEVELAND, however, has very clearly 
indicated that the central idea of his 
administration will be simply to discharge in a 
faithful business way the executive duties im- 
posed upon him by the Constitution and the 
laws, and that the conntry will be ruled by the 
people's representatives in Congress, and not 
by him or his head clerks, They will be there 
merely to execute the laws, and to give. for 
what it may be worth, such information or ad- 
vice as Congress may call for.

It 
begins to be suspected that the chief bene- 
ficiaries of that Nicaraguan treaty project will 
be De Lesseps and the jobbers whb are so 
covertly but so liberally provided for in the 
treaty stipulations.

Mr. Randall is a Protectionist and us a Pennsyl- 
vanian a sturdy opponent of Free Trade, his views 
as to Revenue Reform do not harmonize with those 
of the bulk of the Democratic party. 

Mr. Randall denounces the system of internal 
taxation and demands that the internal revenue 
system shall be abolished. We differ from Mr. 
Randall totally on this point, and so does the 
Democratic party. 

During the last fiscal year the tax collected on 
distilled spirits and fermented liquors was 304. 990. 
839. We do not believe that the people desire to 
see this tax removed and the tariff increased 80 as 
toadd to the cost of articles of necessary con- 
sumption in the poorest man’s family and to build 
up to yet grander proportions the profits of 
monopolies. 

We expect to reduce the expenditures. We shall 
do so. We expect to reduce taxation, but in so 
doing we favor a reduction which will be a direct 
advantage to labor, both through incidental protec- 
tion and the lessening of the cost of living. 

Mr. Randall favors the rapid reduction of the 
national debt and proposes to use all the present 
Treasury surplus for that purpose. 

There is no reason why the people of the present 
keneration should be loaded down with taxation to 
pay hurriedly a debt not due and which can be 
gradually extinguished without being made 
oppressive. As tothe surplus, there are constitu- 
tional ways of applying it.in a manner to ease the 
public burdens and without embarking in any of 
those jobs without constitutional warrant for which 
the Republican party looked forward in case of a 
continuance in power. 


Some Idea of the Congo Trade.

What is the use of wasting time on the beggarly 
Spaniards and tueir trade if one-half what is said of 


itself has a direct navigable length of 1,060 miles, 
fiowing through a valley providing 5,000 miles of 
available commerce. The population is 90,000,000 
people.

The value of the trade of 
the Lower Congo is about $15,000 annually; of the 
Upper Congo, if equally developed, it would be 
$550,000,000. The present articles of commerce are 
ivory, gum, coral, India-rubber, orchel weed. ground 
cammood, coffee, nutmegs, copper, etc. Stanley 
bas rendered services which, if uttiized, will place 
hun higher up in history than were he the slayer of 
tens of thousands of men.

Calling a Halt on Pensions.

The National Commander of the Grand Army of 
the Republic has issued a general order disapprov- 
ing the attitude of the Massachusetts branch of the 
organization in advocating the passage of a pension 
bill placing all soldiers of the late war on the rolls 
at 88 a month. Many of the local organizations in 
Massachusetts have changed their opinion of late 
and have reversed their action in mdorsing the 
measure. 

It ought to be plain to any intelligent observer 
that the country is now in greater danger from an 
enlarged pension list than from all other evils 
which threaten it. The arrears bill has cost so 
much beyond even the wildest estimates of its op- 
ponents that it might well stand as a continual 
warning. With more than three hundred thousand 
pensioners on the roll the nation cannot be taxed 
with ingratitude, and it might well be permitted to 
recuperate its resources for a time, until it can re- 
lieve the suffering millions to whom the war and its 
attendant dangers are little more than dim tradi- 
tions.

One, tw, three, again roared over the aud- 
itorium in a stentorian voice. The boys of the Sev- 
enth responded: 

“MRS. YEAMEN, WE GREET You.” 
Then Johnny Wild entered in the character of a ne- 
gro coachman. He had hardly shown the vacancy 
in his front teeth before the Seventh Regiment, aft- 


er the usual numerical alarm, respond- 
ed: “Johnny Wild, oh, my! The
